Settled Question Armenia 

They settled the question of 
new state of Armenia; finally 
discussed the question of resumption 
of commercial relations with Russia 
as far as they considered the nego- 
tlations entered upon by the Russian 
commercial mission which is actually 
in Copenhagen. 

The Adriatic question was brought 
betore the supreme council this af- 
ternoon. The Italian premier, Signor 
Nitti, proposed a settlement that fol- 
lowed generally President Wilson's 
noe of December 9. It varies, how- 
ever, to include a constitution for the 
buffer state of Fium,e to which both 
the French and British premiers ob- 
Jected on the ground that {t limited 
too greatly the character of the new 
gtate, 

Premfer Nitti pointed out that the 
Ttalian view was almost {dent!cal with 
that of President Wilson. Neverthe- 
less, after consderablé discussion both 
the French and British delegations 
sa'd they could not accept it. They 
declared that Italy should either take 
President Wilson's plan or abide by 
that of the pact of London, which 
sives Fiume to the Jugo-Slays. 

Premier Nitt! promised to give his 
decision tomorrow. 

The supreme council today decided 
to ask President Wilson to arbitrate 
the boundar'es of the new republic of 
Armerfta. The. council awarded a 
mandate for Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine to Great Britain, and a mandate 
for Syria to France.

The newspaper says there is reason to believe that as a 
result of Great Britain’se war experiences and the present 
feverish activity by American oil interests, the government 
has resolved that steps must be taken to ensure that the vast 
interests of the Shell company will never pass out of British 


The negotiations involve a plan for exchanging govern- 
ment stock for Shell company shares. 

Continuing its reference to the activities of American 
interests and the view that ‘‘their oil fields are showing signs 
of exhaustion,’’ tthe Mail intimates

FEEDING STUFFS 
UNDER CONTROL 


Parliament Is Expected to Give 
Federal Dept. of Agriculture 
Full Jurisdiction 


GREAT IMPORTANOE 


Farmer Members Believe Move, 
eWill Mean Much to Farming 
Industry of Country 


OTTAWA, April 25.— (Cana- 
dian Press)—A move to place the 
control of all commercial feeding 
stuffs entirely in the hands of the 
federal department of agriculture 
ig to be made in the commons 
next week, it was announced to- 
night. This move, if successful— 
and there is little doubt but that 


parliament will agree to sanction 
it—will be of tremendous importance 
to the farming industry of the whole 
community, according to farmer 
members of the house, 

For some time past it has been felt 
desirable that the control of the in- 
spection and sale of commercial feed- 
ing stuffs, such as bran, shorts, chop- 
ped feed and middlings, shouid be in 
the hands of the department of agr!i- 
culture and a bill will be introduced 
to permit of regulations being made 
and adminsitered by this department 
which after all is the one most direct- 
ly interested in the question. 


Registration of Brands 

This bill will provide for the reg- 
istration of each brand of commer- 
celal feeding stuffs offerel for sale, for 
the proper marking of sacks, etc., 
containing these feeds; for the pre- 
vention of adulteration and the regu- 
lation of the quantity of noxious weed 
seeds allowed. igh 7: 

The new act will provide penalties 
of from $25 to $500 for any contra- 
vention of the act itself or its regu- 
lations, and it will take the place of | 
the Commercial Feeding Stuffs act of | 
1919, which it repeals. ‘ |

Usgder the oleomargarine act, pass- 
ed in 1919, the manufacture and im-| 
portation of this product was permit- | 
ted until August 31, 1920, while the!

The present bill extends the, 
time one year in each case. Other 
changes make provision for the regu- 
lation of the marking and advertis- 
ing of oleomargarine, while the 
minimum penalty for contravention 
of the act is increased from $10 to 
$60.

Speaking of a case where the 
stacking was not done properly, the 
owner found when he opened the 
stack early in November that the top 
Part was ruined through the admis- 
sion of air. However, after throwing 
off the top he found that about two- 
thirds of the stack would be good 
ensilage. 

In every case it was found that 
the cattle did well while they had the 


ditches, along the edges of sloughs 
and lakes, and {in low meadow land. 
It {s always more plentiful after a 
series of wet years.

Owing to the great amount of snow 
and rainfall during the past two weeks 
it has been impossible for the Inspec- 
tors of the local 8.8.B. to go into 
the country districts to appraise the 
different applications for loans. The 
roads at the present time are almost 
impassable. According to local officials 
a force of inspectors will be out in- 
specting the land as soon ns the wea- 
ther clears up and every effort will be 
made to get the soldier on the land as 
s00n as possible.
